Education in Japan. 


A report recently published by (lie 


British Secretary of Legation nt.Yodo 
proves that; offcast in the mntter of ed- 
ucation, tfce Japanese arc currying out 
to the full their contemplated reform. 
In tlie veur 1872 nu net was passed by 
which the country was mapped out into 
ieven ediientioaftl circuits. Inspectors 
were .o be appointed to every district, 
each of whom was to be intrusted with 
the supervision of twenty or thirty 
gchools. All teachers were to be certifi- 
cated, and the schools were to be divid- 
ed into high,, middle, and primary 
school.-,. 
This net was promulgated 


barely two years ago, and since that 
time 1,799 private schools and 3,030 
public schools have been established, at 
which 338,463 boys and 109,037 girls at- 
tend. Add to this number the 30,000 
who are receiving instruction in the 
higher schools, and we have a total of 
480,000 young Japanese, or one in sixty- 
eight of the entire population who have 
already taken advantage of the system 
prescribed by the Government.

Yetlo the educational 
establishments 


now actually iu operation are the "Dai 
Gakko," or university, the "Go Gak- 
ko," or school for instruction in foreign 
languages, the "Shi Ham Gakko." or 
normal school for the instruction of Jap- 
anese teachers, besides a principal fe- 
male school and several preparatory 
schools. 
The education given at all 


Government schools and colleges is en- 
tirely secular, "so far as is consistent 
with the fundamental tenets of the 
Shinto faith," and having due regard to 
the proselytizing zeal of Europeans it is 
ordered that no Christian divine is to bo 
admitted to the rank of teacher.

Novel Reading. 


Superintendent Justin Wimer, of the 


Boston Public Library, in his annual 
report snys: "I do not share the opinion 
held by many, who indulge iu a whole- 
sale denunciation of the reading of 
novels. After several years' observa- 
tion, I am fully cognizant of the fact 
that the censure of fiction is a good deal 
a matter of class feeling—eduentionally 
speakmg. Books of one literary grade 
are held to b« valueless by critics oil a 


,4k. higher one, who do not appreciate the 


fact that lower grades of readers should 
"be supplied with mental pabulum suited 
to their powers of assimilation. 
The 


failure to allow for this difference in 
readers is, I think, at the bottom of 
many uuconsidcred assertions regarding 
the character of certain writers, and the 
literary necessities of 
corresponding 


classes of readers. Nevertheless, there 
can be nothing more deserving of offi- 
cial recognition, or of the encouragement 
lf those who are fortunate iu literary 
nlhu-e, than endeavors to improve the 


standard of that reading which free 
libraries supply. 
The question is only 


one of method, and it seems to me that 
persuasion and kindly assistance to the 
unskilled in books is a more gracious 
procedure than to deprive them of the 
only books that allure them to partake 
of the library stores. First of all, the 
mass of ordinary renders must be made 
to frequent the library. 
They are then 


within its influence, aud endeavors to 
benefit their tastes will, as I think our 
experiment has. shown, accomplish a 
good result, if the efforts are unremit- 
ting 
I trust another year will show

The Hotel of the Future. 


A Berlin paper describes the coming 


Amerimn Hotel ns follows: It is to lime 
a froniage of 3 English miles long, and 
a depth of G miles: the height of 77 
stories; will measure 3,480 feet from the 
ground floor to the roof. The hotel 
will have no stairs, but 500 balloons will 
ahvay- be ready to take visitors up to 
tlu-ir rooms. No room waiters are to be 
employed, but visitors will be served bj~ 
a newly patented automaton, put up in 
every bvd-room, who will do all shaving, 
shampooing, etc., to the guests by a 
rery «impls and ingenious mechanism. 
Should the guests require hot water, the 
automaton will be able to call down 
stairs, "A bucket of wal.'r up to room 
So. 1,003,407." and the water will be 
up in seven seconds by a patented ele- 
•tatnr. Half an hour beforetabled'hote, 
instead of the ringing of bells, a gnu 
(24 pounder) will be fired on each floor 
to cull thegnasts to get ready for their 
meals. 
The tobies in the dining-rooms 


will be mcnsured 4 miles each, attend- 
ance to be performed by 13 waiters on 
horse-back, on either s-ide of the table. 
Music, during meals, will be playpil 
gratis, by 8 bands of 77 nien each. For 
the convenience of visitors, n railway 
trill be built on each floor, as .well a's 
telegraph offices. The price of one bed- 
room will be from 91 to *10. 
The cost 


of this building is entimatp<l to b« $80,- 
000,000. The billiard-room will contain 
SOU American tables, '.)!> French, and 1 
linglish. and, as most of the visitors are 
-flfcpcctcd to be Americans, the billiard- 
room will be fitted out with a spittoon 
of JOfi feet in circumference.
